







































































































































‘Guilty’ Plea by Briggs’ Forger 
Brings 60 Days in Jail 


Exclusive to B. A.R. 

SANTA ANA (Orange 
County) — William Crosby has 
been granted three years Pro¬ 
bation following his Guilty plea 
here to charges that he hired 
citizens to falsify initiative peti¬ 
tions. The petitions were used 
to successfully qualify Sen. 
John Briggs’ initiative to bar 
Gay school employees. The 
measure is now Proposition 6 
on the November ballot. 

Crosby must spend 60 days 
in jail as a condition of the pro¬ 
bation from Superior Court 
Judge Richard Beacon. He 
was not formally sentenced to 
jail time or given a fine for 
admittedly tampering with 
election laws. 

Morris Kight, the Los 
Angeles Gay activist who 
helped initiate the action 
against Crosby, told B.A.R. 
that the sentence was surpris¬ 
ingly light considering the 


nature of the admitted offense. 
“However,” Kight said, “the 
man has been punished 
already by extensive coverage 
in the Orange County press. 
He has been the subject of 
ridicule and been discredited.” 

Crosby had admitted that he 
hired people through college 
“employment” bulletin boards 
to illegally copy the names of 
registered voters onto Briggs’ 
petitions. 

Kight explained to B.A.R. 
that the Guilty admission by 
Crosby was an obvious attempt 
to avoid answering many 
questions about who Crosby is, 
where he got his money to hire 
people and, most important, 
what his relationship was with 
Sen. Briggs. Kight said, “We 
would have enjoyed checking 
telephone call lists to see , if 
there were calls between 
Crosby and the Briggs 


campaign office or Briggs’ 
Sacramento office.” 

Crosby surfaced when 
Claudia Long, a Long Beach 
State student, answered an 
advertisement on a college 
bulletin board which offered 
work to those who could 
“transcribe from printed lists, 
using a variety of handwriting 
styles.” She applied and 
Crosby came to her home in 
Long Beach. Long was hired 
and worked out of Crosby’s 
Orange County office with 
others in duplicating signatures 
from voter registration rolls 
onto Briggs’ petitions. Later, 
she quit the position and re¬ 
ported the operation to Los 
Angeles Gay activists who she 
had seen on a television pro¬ 
gram. 

' Long took one of the phony 
petitions with her. When those 
on the petition were called to 
verify Long’s claim, those on 
the petition were startled to dis¬ 
cover their names on such a 
petition. One of those called 
said he was opposed to the 
initiative. 

The Crosby case has been 
cited as one of the reasons that 
the initiative should not appear 
on the ballot. Briggs had 
received the 312,000 
necessary “valid” signatures to 
place the measure on the 
November ballot. 

Los Angeles activists are 
pressing charges in San Diego 
County that indicate petitioning 
irregularities there.

Kight told B.A.R. that those 
circulating the Briggs petitions 
received large sums of money. 
One petitioner in Los Angeles, 
Marty Pollocks, told Kight, “I 
could buy a Mercedes Benz 
with what 1 am being paid.” 

Many petitioners, Kight 
alleges, misrepresented what 
the initiative is. One of them, 
in a line outside of a museum, 
was saying, “Sign here and 
save your children from the 


homosexuals.” 

Briggs has denied that signa¬ 
tures were obtained fraudulent¬ 
ly. He told a press conference, 
“Well, of course they are going 
to say that.” 

Kight states that Briggs is “a 
corrupt person who will do 
anything to become Califor¬ 
nia’s Anita Bryant.” . . ,GM

How to Fight 
Proposition 6

As Labor Day marks the 
traditional beginning of the fall 
campaign season, ten Bay 
Area groups targeting a defeat 
of Proposition 6 on Nov. 7 are 
issuing appeals for volunteers 
and contributions. 

San Franciscans seeking a 
role in keeping the anti- 
Gay/anti-teacher initiative 
from becoming law have three 
choices for involvement. 
Formed from differing philoso¬ 
phies about the most effective 
way to win, the three city cam¬ 
paigns appear to have found 
consensus on channeling vol¬ 
unteer energies. Despite some 
overlapping, this is the thrust: 

★ The No on 6 Committee, 
managed by political veteran 


Don Bradley, is taking charge 
of telephone canvassing. 

★ The Bay Area Commit¬ 
tee Against the Briggs Initiative 
(BACABI) is staffing efforts for 
literature distribution at various 
public sites, like key intersec¬ 
tions. Among latest outreach 
areas are the Sunset, 
Richmond and Financial 
Districts. 

★ San Franciscans Against 
Proposition 6 (SFAP6) is co¬ 
ordinating systematic door-to- 
door personal contact in the 
city’s 912 voting precincts. 

NO on 6 

The No on 6 Committee 
phone canvassing will reach 
selected households through¬ 
out California. Solicitations 
to vote no on Prop. 6 will 
dominate the late stages, but 
early September phoning will 
collect data needed for litera¬ 
ture preparation. Material 
will then be supplied to non¬ 
metropolitan campaigns — in 
places like Bakersfield, San 
Luis Obispo and Sacramento 
— that request it. 


A No on 6 Committee 
Speakers Bureau will seek 
audiences throughout the 
state for delivery of two basic 
messages: (1) Prop. 6 denies 
all citizens fundamental civil 
liberties, and (2) Gay life¬ 
styles are, in reality, non¬ 
threatening to non-Gays. 
Non-Gays in particular are 
being recruited for that 
outreach. 

The major direction of No 
on 6, however, will be mes¬ 
sages over radio and tele¬ 
vision. Commercial spots are 
nearly complete. Bradley 
said they were being 
produced free of charge but 
that the behind-the-scenes 
media artists wished to 
remain anonymous. 

The managing Bradley 
Group was hired by Con¬ 
cerned Voters of California 
(CVC) in May of 1978 to run a 
statewide campaign. Found¬ 
ed by David Goodstein in 
September 1977, CVC is 
presently chaired by the Rev. 
Troy Perry and Nancy Roth. 
CVC commissioned a state¬ 
wide poll in January and 
submitted the ballot argu¬ 


ments against Prop. 6 that 
will appear in the November 
voters handbook. CVC en¬ 
visions a campaign that will 
cost slightly over $1 million. 

BACABI 

BACABI is part of a 
statewide affiliation of 
regional groups called Cali¬ 
fornians Against the Briggs 
Initiative. The grassroots 
coalition evolved from a 
statewide conference in 
September 1977 that felt 
bridges with other special 
interests were essential. 
Necessary one-on-one 
personal contacts to achieve 
success could be neglected by 
a campaign focused on 
media, the coalition main¬ 
tained. 

Thus BACABI and its affili¬ 
ates made particular 
outreach to Third World, 
labor, religious and profes¬ 
sional, college campus, and 
women’s organizations. 
Local affiliates around the 
state number 15 — each to 
file separate financial state¬ 
ments. Besides BACABI, 


there are Bay Area affiliates 
based in Santa Rosa, Fairfax, 
Berkeley, Hayward, San Jose 
and Santa Cruz. The coali¬ 
tion has separate Northern 
and Southern California 
steering committees which 
regularly exchange informa¬ 
tion. 

The coalition’s paramount 
and undisputed success to 
date has been its securing of 
endorsements against Prop. 6 
from organized labor. Postal 
workers, transport workers, 
typographers, retail clerks, 
nurses, culinary employees, 
actors and teachers have 
come out against the initi¬ 
ative in declarations of its 
threat to all employment 
rights. In a series of Speak- 
outs since last December, the 
coalition has rallied denunci¬ 
ations of the measure from 
religious and other profes¬ 
sional groups as well. Those 
legions augment its Speakers 
Bureau. 

BACABI, co-chaired by 
Michael Mank and Paula 
Lichtenberg, has raised and 
spent $18,000 since January.

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With no paid staff, its major 
expenses are office supplies 
($1000 a month) and litera¬ 
ture. It holds meetings twice 
a month at which all 
attendees are entitled to vote. 

S.F. AGAINST 

San Franciscans Against 
Prop. 6 formed in July to 
bring together the combined 
experience of political clubs 
and parties with their special¬ 
ties: voter registration, pre¬ 
cinct tallies of support and 
opposition, and get-out-the- 
vote on election day. Its 
steering committee includes 
chairs of both the Republican 
and Democratic county 
committees and representa¬ 
tives of neighborhood groups 
and Gay business. Phyllis 
Lyon is its chairperson. 

Although it will 
concentrate on voter 
registration until Oct. 9, 
SFAP6 will begin its precinct 
canvassing immediately. Co¬ 
coordinators Gwen Craig and 
Bill Kraus appeal especially 
for volunteers who will walk 
their own neighborhoods. 


SFAP6 anticipates a 
$30,000 campaign, and asks 
for in-kind contributions 
(printing, office equipment, 
photo copying). Head¬ 
quarters space on Market 
Street has been donated by 
the management that hopes 
to open the Village Cabaret 
disco. 

A UNITED FUND 

Supervisor Harvey Milk 
and S.F. State professor 
Sally Gearhart co-chair A 
United Fund to Defeat the 
Briggs Initiative strictly to* 
raise funds for all the various 
campaigns in the state — 
according to need as deter¬ 
mined by a steering 
committee that includes 
treasurer John Schmidt and 
co-coordinators Kory White 
and Cleve Jones. 

Contributions to any com¬ 
mittee of $50 or more must 
have accompanying state¬ 
ments of the donor’s occupa¬ 
tion and employer’s name 
and address. 


Prop. 6 
'Ambiguous’ 
States LA Judge, 
Removal 
Denied 

Although admitting the “bla¬ 
tant ambiguity” of the Prop. 6 
Briggs initiative, Superior 
Court Judge Charles Phillips 
has denied an attempt by Los 
Angeles activists to remove the 
measure from the November 
ballot. The judge said the pro¬ 
posal, as written, makes it diffi¬ 
cult to interpret but he empha¬ 
sized that the attorney general 
cannot be blamed for vague 
wording in the summary. The 
blame, it was implied, is with 
Sen. John Briggs, who pro¬ 
posed the vague initiative itself. 

Phillips ruled against claims 
in a suit that state and county 
officials failed to do their duty 
in verifying signatures to put 
the measure on the ballot. He 
also ruled out claims of fraud in 
the gathering of signatures.

The admittedly confusing 
summary “provides for filing 
charges against (school 
employees) for advocating, 
soliciting, imposing or promot¬ 
ing private or public sex acts 
. . . between person? of the 
same sex in a manner likely to 
come to the attention of other 
employees. It also provides for 
filing charges against school 
employees who ‘publicly and 
indiscreetly engage in such 
acts.’” 


Attorney Albert Gordon 
argued that possibly as many as 
4,000 signatures may have 
been forged on petitions. 
Phillips noted, however, that 
the measure qualified by about 
17,000 votes from a random 
sampling. He said there was 
no evidence of fraud. 

The state Supreme Court 
and lower courts have consist¬ 
ently refused to rule on the 
constitutionality of Prop. 6. 
That test, Phillips asserted, will 
come when and if it is 
approved by the voters of Cali¬ 
fornia.

The No on Briggs Initiative 
Committee, headed by Morris 
Right, filed the suit with the 
California Federation of 
Teachers, Gay Teachers of Los 
Angeles, and the National 
Organization for Women. 

Right told B.A.R. that in 
compiling materials for the suit 
(which were extensive) he 
learned that the District Attor¬ 
ney of San Diego County had 
discovered alleged fraudulent 
activity in the gathering of sig¬ 
natures for the petitions. 
Right states that legal action 
may begin in that county after 
the information has been 
further verified.

Teachers 
Oppose Prop. 6 

James Ballard, President of 
the San Francisco chapter of 
the American Federation of 
Teachers, has received the 
united opposing of the national 
AFT organization at its conven¬ 
tion in Washington, D.C. Bal¬ 
lard, who had earlier pledged 
local AFT financial support to 
fight the initiative, introduced 
the measure. 

AFT represents 500,000 
teachers who will be a§ked to 
support the fight against the 
initiative, which would permit 
the dismissal of any school 
employee who advocates or 
engages in homosexual be¬ 
havior. 

The national group rejected 
a proposal by a group of Gay 
teachers which would have en¬ 
couraged local chapters to “in¬ 
clude sexual orientation as a 
non-discriminatory category in 
all future contracts.”

Supervisor Harvey Milk, the 
nation’s first upfront Gay coun¬ 
ty supervisor, may have an ally 
in Seattle, Washington. 


Angevine enters the race as 
Seattle is embroiled in a heated 
debate over an attempted 
repeal of the city’s Gay rights 
ordinance. He believes that his 


campaign will complement 
rather than conflict with the 
campaign against Initiative 13 
on the November ballot. 

The Gay candidate states 
that he will play-down his 
homosexuality during his cam¬ 
paign, concentrating on other 
local issues. He believes that 
his position as City Clerk has 
permitted him to gain a special 
and consistent perspective on 
city issues. 

Angevine “came out” in 
1977 in a local newspaper fea¬ 
ture. Previous to serving as 
City Clerk, he was a graduate 
from Seattle University in 
Political Science. He then 
served five years in the State 
Senate and three years in the 
State House of Representa¬ 
tives. The activist also taught at 
the junior high level for eight 
years and was named Out¬ 
standing Teacher of the Year 
by the Parent-Teachers Associ¬ 
ation of his school. He also 
served as President of the PTA 
and has been director of many 
community service organiza¬ 
tions. 

Supervisor Milk told B.A.R ., 
“It is important that Angevine 
has declared his candidacy. 
He obviously is well qualified to 
be on the Seattle City 
Council.”

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CORRECTION, PLEASE! 

★ Bruce Pettit was quite accurate in stating that I 
favored the San Francisco Republican County 
Central Committee taking a “no position” on both the 
Briggs measure (Prop. 6) and Republican 17th 
Assembly District candidate Mike Henderson’s suc¬ 
cessful resolution against this ballot issue. 

Mr. Pettit was wrong, however, in attributing the 
following quote to me: “1 would have voted yes if I 
had been voting my conscience. But if 1 had been 
voting my district (i.e. the Sunset and southwestern 
San Francisco’s relatively conservative 18th Assembly 
District), I would have voted no. Abstaining was a 
good compromise." 

What I actually said was that I believed that Califor¬ 
nia was going to vote something like 65 to 70% in 
favor of Prop. 6, with the 17th and 18th Districts 
being carried along in the landslide. 

1 went on to say that San Francisco’s Republicans 
(a bit more socially conservative than their 
Democratic neighbors) wiil probably go 80 to 90% for 
Prop. 6 ... no matter what resolutions our San Fran¬ 
cisco Republican Central Committee gets itself 
pressured into passing “for” or “against.” 

I voted my conscience by abstaining on Hender¬ 
son’s resolution. 

Unlike the idealistic Mike Henderson — who has 
little understanding of educational problems and sees 
Prop. 6 as only a “Gay human rights issue” — I see 
the Briggs measure as a conflict-of-rights situation 
involving the rights of the state, parents, children, and 
teachers. 

The key social policy issue is whether children 
receiving instruction at public schools under Califor¬ 
nia’s compulsory attendance laws should be helpless¬ 
ly exposed to indoctrination by Gay militants, 
religious zealots, political doctrinaires, or food 
faddists. I would answer*no” to all these categories. 

The current San Francisco School Board — with its 
“Gay lifestyles” educational course proposals — is 
likely to have many of its irresponsible plans gutted by 
State Senator Briggs. 

On the other hand, I have some ethical reserva¬ 
tions about certain of the wording of Prop. 6, which in 
part would appear to address itself to the private lives 
— rather than just the educational acts — of teachers. 
Hopefully, court construction and — in most areas — 
reasonably humane school board interpretations will 
nullify the effects on conduct which is not related to 
education in a direct sense. 

In any event, I agree with Evelle Younger that 
there are a lot more important issues to be decided in 
November than Prop. 6. Iam casting a secret ballot 
on that sad and distasteful problem.

★ 1 have just read your report of the community 

evaluation session held by the Gay Freedom Day 
Committee to get feedback on this year’s celebration. 
It sounds like a highly responsible move and a service 
to future activists. I’ve been involved with Chicago’s 
Pride Week planning for several years, and I know 
there is often a lack of carryover from one year to the 
next of lessons learned. I hope we will follow San 
• Francisco’s lead in Chicago’s Pride Week Committee. 

I do disagree with the Golden Gate Business Asso¬ 
ciation’s Mike Scott when he says the parade’s 
usefulness may be at an end. Although many of us 
are now accustomed to the annual parade, we are not 
even a majority of the Gay and Lesbian community, 


much less of the total society, and the parades contin¬ 
ue to have an incalculable impact on society at large 
as well as Gay people, many of whom are still coming 
out, regardless of how some San Franciscans may 
perceive it. San Francisco’s parade got big national 
publicity only last year and this; other cities are still 
trying to get parades launched, and they should not 
be abandoned. Shaped up, with innovations, yes; 
but abandoned, definitely not. Sometimes when we 
immerse ourselves in a Gay community, we forget 
that millions of people have yet to be reached with 
even the most basic information about us.

“I wouldn’t want to be 
Anita’s enemy. She would 
thrive on my opposition, and 
gather more fuel from my burn¬ 
ing than I would from hers. 
She is made stronger by oppo¬ 
sition.” 

This is the conclusion of Sue 
Enfield, one of three Bay Area 
handwriting analysts who have 
studied the writings of singer/ 
activist Anita Bryant. Enfield 
joined experts Charles Stahl 
and Patty Fisher in discussing 
Bryant’s REAL nature in a San 
Francisco Examiner article by 
Ken Kelley. 

Fisher, a Berkeley consult¬ 
ant in criminology, believes 
that Bryant has the handwriting 
of a very immature teenager. 
Fisher also concludes, “She 
doesn’t really have a strong in¬ 
ward sense of commitment to 
her causes . . . She will perse¬ 
vere as long as she continues to 
get the attention she so badly 
needs. Once the public has lost 
interest in her, she will need to 
find another cause to reclaim 
the limelight.” 

A study of Bryant’s hand¬ 
writing, Fisher reveals, 
indicates that “she just may be 
sublimating her own intense 
sexual drive by taking a moral¬ 
istic position about the sexuality 
of others.” 

Enfield, an Oakland authori¬ 
ty on documents, agrees with 
Fisher. She states, “Anita 
appears to have a very strong 
sexual instinct, but she exag¬ 
gerates the importance of 
sexual matters.” 

The handwriting experts 
appear to be united that Bryant 
is not a very secure person and 
that she needs both outside 
attention and intent direction 
from others, particularly her 
husband/manager, Bob 
Green. 

Fisher stresses, “Anita is a 
perfect setup for someone who 
can condition her to do what¬ 
ever he wants . . . She is not 
very focused . . . She really 
does not have a sense of inner 
commitment . . . Though she is 
sincere, she is very confused. 
Her thinking is muddy. She 
hasn’t got the follow-through to 
do all the things she wants to 
do. She’s so influenced by her 
own momentary feelings that 
she’s moody all the time . . . 
She’s scattered all over the 
place emotionally. She begins 
by being optimistic, but by the 
end she’s really depressed.” 

Stahl’s analysis is that “She 
has to to what other people 
want her to do. Her 
submission to her husband 
(which she states is biblical in 
origin) is not a religious matter. 



most is good judgment.” 

Author Kelley, who 
“exposed” Bryant in a Playboy 
interview, told S.F. Examiner 
readers that Anita Bryant’s real 
strength is in following her 
dominant husband, Bob 
Green. Kelley believes “Bryant 
wants — needs — to be 
pushed around. One doesn’t 
have to look too far to see 
who’s doing the pushing: her 
prefab husband, Bob Green. 
He is. the evangelical P.T. 
Barnum: Barnstorm for the 
Lord, and keep those buckets 
of cash flowing to the center 
aisle.” 

Kelley bases his conclusion 
on his interviews and travels 
with Bryant, but handwriting^ 
authority Enfield concludes 
that the interest in money is not 
just a Green preoccupation. 
She states, “Bryant has a 
strong money-getting ability. 





It isn’t because Jesus told her to 
do it. She simply can’t do with- . 
out him. To her, submission IS 
freedom, because it is freedom 
from sole responsibility. She is 
a True Believer — not because 
she believes, but because she 
HAS to believe for protection.” 

Fisher believes Bryant may 
have suicidal tendencies while 
Stahl, a founder of the Associ¬ 
ation of Professional Graph- 
ometrists, states, “She doesn’t 
have a great deal of hope for 
the future. It’s foreseeable that 
she might have a nervous 
breakdown if she doesn’t learn 
to pace herself.” 

How strong is Bryant’s reli¬ 
gious conviction? — “Religious 
principle is not important to 
her,” Stahl discloses. “Her 
way of life is what is important 
to her. She could not live 
alone. She doesn’t feel unique 
enough to stand by herself.” 
Enfield takes another view 
with, “She wants to do good in 
the world, and if she doesn’t 
succeed she’ll at least die trying 
. . . She definitely embodies 
the crusader mentality.” 

How does Bryant survive in 
what she believes to be a 
troubled and sinful world? — 
Enfield believes she is “surpris¬ 
ingly less repressed and 
neurotic than many people . . . 
She is capable of suppression 
of feelings and thoughts. Her 
intelligence is good; much 
more versatile than her pub¬ 
licity might suggest. Her ability 
to apply critical intelligence is 
also good. What she lacks 


She knows the value of money 
to bring about what she wants 
done, and she goes after it.” 

It is Green who persuaded 
Bryant that her refusal “to take 
on the Lord’s foes — waging 
the first skirmish against the 
dread homosexual problem — 
would be a grievous sin” 
according to Kelley. It was 
Green, he emphasizes, who 
went to St. Paul and Wichita 
without his wife to campaign 
for the repeal of Gay rights 
ordinances. 

Bryant, Enfield urges, can 
take the Gay demonstrations 
against her — “She has a 
tremendous capacity for suffer¬ 
ing. But patience and suffering 
are things she repeatedly learns 
and then repeatedly forgets. 
She apparently does give 
cheerfully of herself, because 
there is a great deal of warmth 
and generosity in her hand¬ 
writing . . . She has a very 
strong ego so she can, and 
does, take a lot of punish¬ 
ment.” 

Currently, Anita Bryant 
Green (which is how she now 
signs her name) is accepting 
engagements at religious rallys 
and conventions for a fee that 
is estimated at $5,000- 


$12,000 per appearance. She 
is also using various national 
mailing lists to plead for funds 
for her new “Protect America’s 
Children” crusade. The cur¬ 
rent drive has been expanded 
to include legislative attempts 
to censor sex on television and 
the return of prayers to the 
classroom. She has expressed 
bitterness that she has been 
unable to get appearances on 
Johnny Carson and Mike 
Douglas television programs 
because she is “too contro¬ 
versial.”

Party of Canada has urged that 
a proposed revision of the na¬ 
tional constitution include a 
guarantee of human rights for 
every citizen — including the 
inclusion of those with varied 
“sexual preference.” 

Minister Trudeau 
states that it is “too early” for 
him to comment on his party’s 
resolution.

Gay activists have moved in 
Vancouver against the Canadi¬ 
an Broadcasting Company 
(CBC) for its refusal to air 
public service announcements 
by Gay organizations. The net¬ 
work has affirmed (since Janu¬ 
ary 1977) that CBC does not 
discriminate but that such 
announcements are “too 
controversial.”

FCC has suggested that 
Gays be included in radio and 
television programming but it 
does not include homosexuals 
in its emphatic guidelines that 
require individual stations to 
seek out concerns of Gay 
people in order to have their 
station licenses renewed. 

The NGTF and 143 other 
individuals and groups have 
petitioned the FCC to expand 
its guidelines to insist that sta¬ 
tions include Gay listeners and 
viewers in their programming.

‘Not Gay’ 
Pleads 
Oklahoma 
Governor 

OKLAHOMA CITY - 

Governor David Boren has 
sworn before the television 
cameras that he is not Gay, 
placing his hand on a white 
Bible. He added, “I have 
never engaged in any homo¬ 
sexual or bisexual activities nor 
do I approve of or condone 
them.” 

Boren was reacting to what 
he believes to be a “smear cam¬ 
paign” by two of his opponents 
in the gubernatorial race. Can¬ 
didates Anthony Points and 
George Miskovsky contended 
that the governor was possibly 
Gay or bisexual. They 
received only 2% of the pri¬ 
mary vote between them in the 
August election.

Boren is married, but doubt 
by the populace about his 
sexual practices, political 
analysts agree, may have been 
a factor in his not receiving 
over 50% of the total in the 
primary. 

Petitions Valid, 
Seattle Hopeful 

SEATTLE — Save Our 
Moral Ethics Committee 
(SOME) has successfully ob¬ 
tained 19,000 valid signatures 
(17,000 were necessary) to 
qualify its measure to repeal 
the local Gay rights ordinances 
for the November ballot. 

City Clerk Wayne Angevine, 
who recently ‘came out 5 as a 
Gay person, declared that 
27,000 signatures were submit¬ 
ted but that an unusually high 
number of 8,000 invalid signa¬ 
tures were discovered. He 
said, “Based on the months 
that it took them to get these 
signatures, I think we will win 
this fight.” 

SOME’s campaign commer¬ 
cials have drawn fire from the 
Citizens group which charges 
that they show “a total. disre¬ 
gard for the State Fair Practices 
Code.” They imply, according 
to Citizens, that homosexuals 
are child molesters and that 
they are seeking “special privi¬ 
leges” denied to others. The 
later claim was widely used by 
the anti-Gay forces in the 
Eugene campaign and in 
Miami. 

The most damning TV 
spots, Citizens claims, are 
those that repeatedly allege 
that an employer can be fined 
or sent to jail for firing a homo¬ 
sexual employee who is 
involved in offensive conduct. 

The August 9 financial re¬ 
port for those groups opposing 
the initiative (13 on the ballot) 
indicates that $40,468 has 
been raised by four groups. 
The Seattle effort to defeat 13 
is coordinated by the Commu-

A recent Boston poll indi¬ 
cates that State Rep. Elaine 
Noble is receiving 5% of the 
vote in her bid to unseat U.S.

Noble has emphasized that 
she is not just “the Lesbian can¬ 
didate” but a candidate who 
has a proven record of concern 
for the elderly, battered 
women, child care and political 
ethics.

Secretary of State, with 35% of

Anita Bryant, homophobic 
orange juice salesperson and 
singer, has brought her anti¬ 
homosexuality into the race 
against Brooke. She will 
appear in Boston at a fund¬ 
raiser for Howard Phillips, who 
is one of the many candidates 
seeking the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation. Phillips is from the 
political Ultra-Right and is 
given even less chance than 
Noble in winning over Guzzi in 
the primary . . . Noble states 
that she may have a fund-raiser 
of her own the same night as 
the Bryant affair with a celebrity 
“such as Warren Beatty, Jon 
Voight or comedienne Lily 
Tomlin.” 

There is a recurrent rumor 
that if Noble is unsuccessful in 
her bid for the U.S. Senate that 
she will be moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco. She would be joining 
other well-known national Gay 
“celebrities” who have moved 
to San Francisco — Dave 
Kopay, Leonard Matlovich and 
Rev. Malcolm Boyd. 


The group is demanding that 
WHO remove homosexuality 
from its “Diseases” list and that 
it recognize the health needs of 
Gay people internationally. It 
also has asked that the 
European Human Rights Com¬ 
mission in Strasbourg, the 
Common Market, and NATO 
recognize the needs of Gay 
people. 

One of the major decisions 
was that there be an attempt to 
establish common non- 
discriminatory legislation in the 
various countries. A concern 
expressed was that NATO 
forces from various countries 
work together while being 
governed by different sex laws 
in their respective countries. 

The Gay European meet 
was sponsored by England’s 
Campaign for National 
Equality and the Dutch organi¬ 
zation, COC.

That spirit 
can be summed up by the San 
Francisco Gay Freedom Day 
Marching Band and Twirling 
Corps and the powerful sense 
of excitement they bring at 
each of their performances. 
That spirit can be summed up 
by the Gay-Police charity soft- 
ball game which, once again, 
on many levels, showed what 
co-existence means.

Lt. Gov. Krupsak 
Enters Race 
Against Carey 

NEW YORK - Governor 
Hugh Carey, who recently 
appointed former Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto to head this 
state’s prison system, is now 
facing a September primary 
battle against his own Lt.

In announcing her candi¬ 
dacy, Krupsak stated that 
Carey ignored her, leaving her 
out of the decision-making 
process.

L^ehina Back

Nowadays it’s easy to forget 
how things once were. The 
human mind seems to have an 
infinite capacity for dressing up 
the events of the past so that 
they appear to be vastly differ¬ 
ent from what they actually 
were at the time. Sometimes 
when I talk to older Gay people 
I’m aware that they transform 
the past into a golden era when 
all was joy and nobody suf¬ 
fered. And when I talk to 
younger Gay people I’m aware 
that they have little knowledge 
of the past and don’t care to 
know how we have arrived 
where we are. Yet any person 
who has lived for ten, twenty, 
or more years in San Francisco 
cannot walk down Polk Street 
or stand at the corner of Castro 
and 18th without realizing that 
the Gay situation has changed 
dramatically over the years — 
and not just once, but several 
times. 

When Gay people talk about 
the golden era, they usually 
mean the period between the 
mid-1940s and the mid-1950s. 
There weren’t a lot of Gay bars 
then, compared to the present 
number, but they enjoyed a 
freedom which seems surpris¬ 
ing in view of what came later. 
They were also more diverse in 
type than is the case now — at 
least it seems that way in retro¬ 
spect. There were high-style 
bars (where coat and tie were 
expected) and low-style bars 
(where a necktie would make 
you feel out of place). There 
were bars where Gay men and 
Gay women mixed freely, and 
there were bars where straight 
people were counted among 
the regular clientele. Many 
Gay establishments had enter¬ 
tainment, and it was invariably 
free. 

But homosexuality was 
illegal in those days, and Gay 
bars enjoyed their freedom 
because the police were “toler¬ 
ant.” Sometime during the 
course of each evening, you 
could expect to see policemen 
on the premises “just looking 
around.” There were no Gay 
political organizations then, 
and you saw mention of Gay 
people in the newspapers only 
when there was an elaborate 
scandal that involved arrests. It 
1 was as if Gay people were visi¬ 
ble only to themselves. 

In the late 1950s this whole 
scene changed abruptly, and 
there was widespread suppres¬ 
sion. The number of Gay bars 
could be counted on the fingers 
and they were apt to be quiet 
and subdued. If you so much 
as touched another person on 
the shoulder, you were warned 
not to do it again — and if you 
persisted, you were thrown out 
of the bar. For a couple of 
years drag was permitted only 
on Halloween and only in cer¬ 
tain places — and then there 
came a Halloween when drag 
queens were arrested no 


matter where they were. A 
candidate for mayor boasted 
that he intended to close up all 
of the Gay bars, which was 
plainly an attempt to demon¬ 
strate that he was antihomo¬ 
sexual 

strate that he was more anti¬ 
homosexual than the 
incumbent, but he clearly 
understood that his boast 
would have voter appeal. Gay 
people were totally without 
power and protection. 

Only in the 1960s did the 
persecution begin to ease up. 
There was social ferment in the 
country, and there was a new 
administration at City Hall. But 
something else was now hap¬ 
pening, too: Gay people were 
beginning to get organized. 
Sympathetic allies were found 
among politicians, and an 
effort was made to wield politi¬ 
cal clout.' Gay publications be¬ 
gan to appear. Gay people 
began to find an identity as Gay 
people. For the first time, there 
was talk of allowing 
homosexuals the same rights 
that other people had always 
had. 

What h appened in San 
FranclscoToTcourse, was par¬ 
alleled elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try. But San Francisco has 
long been a bellwether in Gay 
matters, and so what 
happened here is important. It 
is also important, I think, to re¬ 
mind ourselves of these events 
and trends, because the past 
has a way of repeating itself. 
There is a strong antihomo¬ 
sexual mood in this country 
and in this state — perhaps 
even in this city. I have lived 
through both the good and the 
bad periods, and there lurks 
inside me a terrible suspicion 
that the bad periods can come 
again. 

Sometime in the mid-1950s, 
a friend and I went out on Hal¬ 
loween and had a marvelous 
time. On the way home we 
talked about Gay freedom in 
San Francisco, a freedom we 
hadn’t known in the Midwest¬ 
ern city we had come from. 
“It’s almost too good to last,” I 
said. My friend was shocked. 
“It won’t ever change,” he told 
me. But three years later, on 
Halloween, we stood in front of 
a Gay bar and watched some 
of our friends being arrested. 

I have no way of knowing 
whether things will change 
again — or how they might 
change. I do know, however, 
that there are many Gay 
people who take the present 
situation very much for granted 
and therefore do nothing to 
sustain it. They don’t lend their 
support to Gay organizations, 
and they don’t vote. It’s these 
Gay people I would like to 
remind about the way things 
once were. 
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Castro Disco 
Refused by 
Planning 
Commission

Upper Market/Castro, the 
most heavily Gay area of San 
Francisco with more than 20 
bars and restaurants, has not a 
single disco. The Planning 
Commission last week favored 
neighbors — including some 
Gays — who want to keep that 
status quo. 

Dan Turner and Bob 
Charrot, owners of the 
successful Oil Can Harry’s at 
Larkin & Ellis, sought to open 
the Village Cabaret at 2275 
Market Street — the former 
Shed. The application for a 
new 300-person capacity disco 
was unanimously denied. 
Attorney Rick Stokes said his 
clients would appeal to the 
city’s Board of Permit Appeals. 

According to police reports, 
the old Shed was lax in disci¬ 
pline, thus fostering drug traf¬ 
ficking by clientele. Stokes said 
the proposed Village Cabaret 
would eliminate “dead, dark 
places” inside and its private 
security forces would discour¬ 
age assemblies outside. 

Officer Michael Pera of 
Northern Station offered writ¬ 
ten testimony that the area 
around Oil Can Harry’s during 
its operation had gone from a 
severe police problem to hardly 
any problem at all. B.A.R. 
publisher Bob Ross vouched 
that Oil Can Harry’s, by such 
improvements as tree plant¬ 
ings, has upgraded an edge of 
the Tenderloin and that the 
new Village Cabaret would 
similarly enhance the Upper 
Market area. 

Jack “Irene” McGowan, to 
sustained applause by Cabaret 
proponents, accused the Plan¬ 
ning Commission of “skirting 
the issue.” McGowan cited a 
history of Gay applications be¬ 
ing turned down “only to have 
straight establishments serving 
liquor opened up in the same 
neighborhood three months 
later.” 

Commissioner Tony Rosen¬ 
blatt, however, remarked that 
the city has had several hard 
decisions to make recently 
regarding “hot” activity strips. 
Where should the dividing line 
be drawn between further com¬ 
mercial development and pre¬ 
serving neighborhood charac¬ 
ter? For many areas of the city 
the Commission has lately 
been partial to limiting develop¬ 
ment, he said. 

Said Commissioner Susan 
Bierman: “Three hundred 

people coming into a neighbor¬ 
hood is a big change — a lot of 
people, a lot of cars, a lot of 
confusion, a lot of noise. It’s a 
question of whether you want it 
in your back yard.” 

Citizens against the pro¬ 
posed disco argued that singles 
operations are successful only 
when crowded so the Village 
Cabaret would necessarily 
have to exceed its 300 



















capacity, crowds leaving bars at 
mandatory 2am closings create 
noise and “toilet” problems, 
clientele will prefer street park¬ 
ing to paying any nominal fee 
for proposed valet parking on 
private lots, and 20 bars in an 
area is enough. 

Those favoring the Village 
Cabaret said good social plan¬ 
ning provides services to a 
community as close to that 
community as possible; such a 
large portion of San Francisco’s 
Gay population already lives 
near the Castro that the 
Cabaret’s opening should bring 
few non-neighborhood cars 
into the area; much of the city’s 
tax revenues, which Gays help 
pay, maintain services (like 
schools) which Gays rarely use; 
Gays need to dance — and 
need a place near their homes. 

Kezar Benefit 
Cancelled 

Ed Romano, producer of 
“Encore for Freedom,” has 
announced cancellation of a 
Kezar Stadium benefit. Few 
tickets (scaled at $5 to $100) 
had been sold for the proposed 
September 3 event. 

Advance publicity indicated 
that the proceeds from the 
show, featuring various musical 
groups, would go to several 
Gay organizations and “to fight 
the Briggs initiative.” The three 
major anti-Briggs groups re¬ 
leased a letter before the can¬ 
cellation in which they asserted 
“We are not participating either 
as sponsors or recipients of the 
' proceeds . . . this (event) will in 
no way assist in the effort to 
combat the Briggs initiative.” 

Fear was expressed to 
B.A.R. by several Gay activists 
that the proposed show would 
not be a financial success and 
would dissipate funds to an un¬ 
known group (called Capital 
City Corp.). 

“Encore” had promised 14 
groups and entertainers in its 
show with “very special 
appearances” and a “surprise 
guest.”

Australia: 

110 Arrested 

SYDNEY — The continu¬ 
ing refusal of city officials here 
to grant parade permits to Gay 
demonstrators has resulted in 
110 being arrested on Sunday, 
Aug. 27. Police had previously 
arrested over 50 demonstrators 
during Gay Pride Week here 
after denying a parade permit. 

Reuters reports that 400 
Gay demonstrators had 
marched to an outdoor “Right 
to Life” anti-abortion meeting. 
The marchers contended that 
the officially sanctioned rally 
was also anti-homosexual in 
nature. One placard read, 
“Get Your Law Off Our 
Bodies.” 

The peaceful but unofficial 
march was dispersed by 150 
officers who blocked streets 
near the downtown meeting. 

Local Gay organizations 
contend that they should be 
allowed to officially assemble in 
public to present their views 
and show solidarity. 

Boulder Gays 
Stay Indoors 

A San Francisco Examiner 
report has revealed that Gay 
activism has died in Boulder, 
Colorado (population 80,000) 
because the citizenry there re¬ 
pealed a Gay rights ordinance 
in a 2-1 vote in May, 1974. 

Boulder, like Eugene, 
Oregon, was considered a 
“liberal” college town. Many 
activists believed, as they did in 
Eugene, that the local citizens 
would not repeal a city council 
ordinance granting equality for 
Gay people. But it did. 

The attitude among Boulder 
Gay people, according to 
writer Tom DeVries, is that the 
Colorado city is a good place to 


be if you’re Gay and remain 
closeted . . . “The public ex¬ 
pression of a Gay lifestyle now 
seems the last thing even the 
active Gays are willing to do,” 
he wrote. 

One of the frightful results of 
the 1974 vote is that Boulder 
politicians will not speak out in 
favor of Gay rights for fear of 
rejection at the polls. It has 
also resulted in a very limited 
social life for Gays . . . “The 
public Gay scene is now limited 
to a once-a-week coffee house 
conducted at a local church. 
About 50, mostly men, attend, 
drink wine, chat, cruise a little.” 
The Gay Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, which had 24 
at a recent service, is currently 
without a pastor. There was a 
short but successful run at a 
local theater of the Gay libera¬ 
tion film, “Word Is Out.” 

Would the Gay rights ordi¬ 
nance be proposed again? 
DeVries quotes a local Gay as 
saying, “I don’t think anybody 
would touch it.” 

Ousted 
Gay Vets 
May Upgrade 
Discharges 

Veterans who received less- 
than-honorable discharges on 
homosexual grounds may now 
apply to have them made 
“honorable.” The opportunity 
is temporary with a 1980 
deadline. 

Homosexuality is still a 
reason given for dismissals, al¬ 
though that policy appears to 
be changing. The longtime 
effort by Frank Kameny, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., Gay activist/ 
lobbyist, the National Gay Task 
Force, the Pride Foundation, 
and the publicity surrounding 
the dismissal of Army Techni¬ 
cal Sergeant Leonard Matlo- 
vich is affecting policy. Recent 
court decisions have been gen¬ 


erally favorable to those dis¬ 
charged for being homosexual. 

Area review boards are 
analyzing the less-than- 
honorable discharges of homo¬ 
sexuals. “Honorables” are 
being given to those who had 
good records while in the 
military.

Pat Bond 

Those who saw WORD IS 
OUT will remember Pat Bond, 
the witty and clever ex-WAC 
who brought comic relief 
coupled with common sense to 
that fine documentary of Gay 
lifestyles. Hoping to parlay that 
appearance into a new career 
as an actress/comedienne, Ms. 
Bond has put together three 
sets of material for a series of 
weekly appearances at Chez 
Jacques, the cabaret-bar on 
California off Hyde. With the 
addition of a little polish that 
only comes from continued ex¬ 
posure to live audiences, Ms. 
Bond has the facility to become 
a first-rate Gay performer. 

There is no doubting that Pat 
Bond is aiming at a Gay audi¬ 
ence, nor that the focal point of 
that audience is Gay women. 
Her first set is Pat Bond as 
Gertrude Stein which spans 
Stein’s lifetime and dwells fre¬ 
quently on her marriage to 
Alice B. Toklas. It is a very 
positive statement about 
Lesbians in general and about 
long-term Lesbian relationships 
in particular. 

On the lighter side, but 
hardly without its serious 
undertones, the second set 
focuses on the comedienne’s 
personal life. These “Conver¬ 
sations with Pat Bond” are 
anecdotes of her upbringing, 
largely at the feet of her large 
grandmother; her adolescence, 
including her first crush on a 
high school teacher; and her 
life in the military, of which she 
is scathingly critical. The 
stories are alternately hilarious 
and poetic, and always from 
the point of view of an affirmed 
Lesbian. 

Pat does have a third set 
which she calls “Fantasies.” I 
could not stay to hear it, but I 
have a feeling it might have 


been the best of the three 
shows. 

Actually, Pat Bond is doing 
two jobs during her Thursday 
night stands at Chez Jacques. 
First, she is an entertainer, and 
in this capacity she makes us 
laugh. Second, she is an edu¬ 
cator, especially for the men 
and the younger Gay women 
in the audience. In that 
capacity she teaches us about 
the joys and sorrows of grow¬ 
ing up and living as a Lesbian 
in an America some of us are 
too young to remember. 
Sometimes I didn’t understand 
Pat’s jokes and allusions, but 
the women around me laughed 
and concurred heartily. It only 
told me how much I have to 
learn. 

Catch Pat Bond at Chez 
Jacques tonight or next 
Thursday. The cover is only 
$2.50. She’s worth a lot more, 
and she’s getting better all the 
time.

Film: 

Who Will Stop 
the Rain 

Some movies have the 
stench of death about them. 
This has nothing to do with 
theme or subject matter — it is 
a question of the advertising 
campaign. For instance, it is 
abundantly evident that the 
harried publicists at United 
Artists had no idea what to do 
with the picture their company 
made of Robert Stone’s sar¬ 
donic novel of the malaise of 
the 70’s DOG SOLDIERS. 
Czech-born British director 
Karel Reisz shot the thing on 
location around the western 
states, with Nick Nolte, 
Tuesday Weld and Michael 
Moriarty in the lead roles. The 
title was changed back and 
forth several times during pro¬ 


duction, always a sign of 
trouble. Obviously, the big 
brains at UA were worried that 
DOG SOLDIERS might cause 
the public to mistake their pic¬ 
ture for one of Fredric Forsyth’s 
mercenary adventures. So 
what did they come up with 
instead? The most nebulous, 
un-exciting and non- 
descriptive title imaginable — 
WHO WILL STOP THE 
RAIN? Now what in hell does 
that mean? They expect John 
Q. Whitebread to jump into his 
Pinto and highball over to the 
shopping center to catch that 
on the big screen as fast as his 
cylinders will carry him? They 
expect this picture to die and 
give them some red ink to 
show the IRS. 

And, really, who can blame 
them? Why should they knock 
their brains out trying to sell 
what will only be perceived as 
yet another small-scale “Viet 
vet movie” featuring the biggest 
movie star disaster to come out 
of television since Henry “The 
Fonz” Winkler bombed three 
times in a row. But this is really 
unfair. Granted, Nick Nolte 
was sloppy and abysmal in 
THE DEEP, but so was every¬ 
thing else in that movie. Give 
the guy credit — for STOP 
THE RAIN he worked off most 
of the flab and manages some 
pretty convincing acting as Ray 
Hicks, American loner 
archetype, the self-sufficient 
ex-Marine steeped in his own 
version of bushido. Nick is no 
Winkler — he’s not a self- 
conscious putz with the face of 
a basset hound who lucked out 
in a moronic TV show that cap¬ 
tured the retarded imagination 
of teen America. Nick actually 
looks like he can do something 
else besides sign autographs. 

In addition to Nolte’s act of 
thespic self-redemption, STOP 
THE RAIN holds out some 
other choice morsels of enter¬ 
tainment. Michael Moriarty 
delivers the definitive version of 
his patented self-hating, over- 
intellectualized wimp as the 
photo-journalist Converse 
who, morally wasted by what 
he sees as his wholly passive 
involvement in the absurd 
horror of the Vietnam War, 
opts to do “something real” by 
smuggling two kilos of high- 
grade heroin back into the 
States. Tuesday Weld gets to 
play her neurotic self to a tee as 
his spaced-out wife Marge, 
who is mostly oblivious to the 
fact that she is supposed to take 
delivery of the skag from Nolte, 
who carries it from Nam to 
Berkeley safely stashed on a 
freighter. A pair of sadistic ex- 
cons posing as narcs who are 
being run by a corrupt 
smoothie who happens to be a 
real federal agent (Anthony 
Zerbe) are ready to pounce on 


Tuesday and cop the dope. 
Our man Nick, however, has 
decided that he’s “through 
taking shit from morons.” Act¬ 
ing on this sentiment, which I 
think we can all heartily 
endorse, he pounds the venal 
stuffing out of the black hats 
and makes for the boonies with 
Tuesday in tow. Moriarty, of 
course, comes bumbling into 
Berkeley and is immediately 
captured by the phony feds, 
who proceed to heap him with 


verbal and physical abuse that 
culminates in fricaseeing his 
elbows on an electric range 
turned up to “high.” By the 
way, as one of the vile under¬ 
lings Richard Masur turns in a 
performance that should at 
least be nominated for an 
Academy Award as Best Sup¬ 
porting Actor, though, unfor¬ 
tunately, everything about this 
movie will undoubtedly be long 
forgotten by Oscar time.

ring in PAL JOEY ’78 is a sad 
question, grounds for an I-did- 
it murder. 

Only twice does the lady star 
get to flaunt her brilliance. 
Once she shakes it all off in a 
dance number and once, just 
once, she torches the audience 
to Tunisia with “Bewitched, 
Bothered and Bewildered.” 
Only Lena Horne will ever be 
able to sing that way. She 
makes the curliest pubic hair 
stand up straight, salute and go 
into seizures of gratitude. That 
number alone is worth the price 
of admission and what people 
talk about when then say, “The 
magic of theater.” 

But, it’s a rip-off when one 
realizes that the whole evening 
could be spent with Lena 
Horne and without the rest of 
the dated fairy pudding mush 
surrounding her that someone 
has had the unmitigated lack of 
couth to call a musical comedy. 

The creative spirits of Rogers 
and Hart must be spiralling in 
fury somewhere over what’s 
been done to their songs. Far 
from their greatest to begin 
with, they’ve become fetid 
feces in the hands of adapters 
Chodorov and Bramble 
who’ve abortively pushed pure 
40’s music halfway through a 
late 70’s disco scrambler. 

Even John O’Hara’s book 
has become so female chauvin¬ 
istic that ultra-feminists 
wouldn’t touch it for fear that 
hair would grow on the palms 
of their hands. The hero 
(Remember the film when 
Sinatra didn’t get Hayworth’s 
money but he did get Novak?) 
has no redeeming qualities 
whatsoever except maybe stud 
power. When the women get 
through with raking this Joey 
over and out, he doesn’t even 
have the balls it would take to 
make a “Market St. Meat Rack 
Early Morning Hustler for Last 
Night’s Rejects.” 

There’s plenty of glitter but 
little gold in the super slick sets, 
costumes and choreography. 
They would be startlingly good 
if PAL JOEY 78 were a better 
mousetrap — or even if it 
played. It isn’t and doesn’t. 

Clifton Davis who plays 
Joey is so scattered in such a 
thankless role that it’s difficult 
to tell if there’s any talent there 
except bravado. Josephine 
Premice is a trip playing (I 
hope!) the exemplary plastic 
Beverly Hills Barbie Doll with a 
staccato voice borrowed from 
the below decks of a Cunard 
liner and such an arch in her 
back that her pelvis is always 
somewhere on upper Wilshire 
Boulevard. Token whitey, 
Louisa Flaningam as a hapless, 
brassy dancer/hooker with no 
heart at all is an upstaging 
howl. Recent arrival, Marjorie 
Barnes, who plays Joey’s 
almost-girlfriend, almost stops 
the show with “I Could Write a 
Book.” She teeters on that 
sheer precipice that only first 
magnitude stars ever dare 
climb. For some heartstopping 
seconds last Wednesday night, 
she flew and the audience 
gasped its appreciation. 

If Horne would simply throw 
out the script and The Empress’ 
New Clothes claque and take

off with Barnes for backup, 
Premice for patter, Flaningam 
for laughs and let choreograph¬ 
er Claude Thompson do his 
stuff, she could take LUSTY 
LENA 78 into the 90’s and still 
reign as the foxiest torch singer 
that ever was. 

PAL JOEY 78 should have 
been left under the producer’s 
desk to pad the knees of 
Chodorov and Bramble.

Film: 

Who’ll Stop 
the Rain 

Now that the Vietnam war 
has subsided (or so they say), a 
rather safe margin has been 
attained so that Hollywood can 
give this portion of history the 
full “post mortem” treatment. 
It started with Jane Fonda’s 
COMING HOME, which was a 
beautifully done piece of prop¬ 
aganda; it will climax with 
Francis Ford Coppola’s long 
overdue APOCALYPSE NOW 
(supposedly the definitive work 
on the subject). Somewhere 
between the two falls WHO’LL 
STOP THE RAIN, based on 
the book entitled DOG 
SOLDIERS. It was certainly a 
bad omen when the projector 
at the Alhambra broke down at 
the premiere showing of RAIN, 
delaying . the screening 45 
minutes. 

Director Karel Reisz, who 
has done some beautiful char¬ 
acter studies with LOVES OF 
ISADORA and THE 
GAMBLER, seems to be on 
rather shakey ground in his 
attempts to combine in-depth 
characterizations with what is 
certainly the most “sermoniz¬ 
ing” drug pursuit film I have sat 
through thus far. From the 
opening credits until the climax 
of the film, Reisz, Nick Nolte 
and Tuesday Weld manage to 
hold your interest never letting 


it waiver. However, Reisz and 
his actors have taken on more 
than they can handle which re¬ 
sults in a thoughtful but very 
uneven presentation. The 
counter-culture deserves 
better. 

In case you haven’t heard, 
war correspondent Michael 
Moriarty convinces Nick Nolte 
to smuggle a kilo of pure (re¬ 
member that) heroin into the 
country to be delivered to pill¬ 
popping wife Tuesday Weld. 
Weld isn’t even aware of what 
is going on she is.so heavy into 
opiates. None of them realize 
that they are pawns in the 
hands of super-narc Anthony 
Zerbe, who plans to sell the 
dope himself. After being ter¬ 
rorized by several of Zerbe’s 
hired hands, Nolte and Weld 
decide to go into business for 
themselves. The chase begins 
and the film gradually starts to 
lose ground. 

Whoever the drug consult¬ 
ant was for this film should 
have known better. The 
amount of pure heroin that 
Weld and Nolte were injecting 
at one sitting was enough to get 
five people off and would cer¬ 
tainly land the two of them in 
the hospital. It was also dis¬ 
heartening to view a woman 
getting instantly zonked by re¬ 
ceiving an injection in her buns 
(was this supposed to be a 
psychological effect?). As my 
drug consultant pointed out, an 
injection in that portion of the 
anatomy was sheer waste. 
There was also a lot of heroin 
snorting which is fine, but it was 
obvious that Weld and Nolte 
thought they were snorting 
cocaine, not pure heroin, as 
such vast amounts would be 
lethal. 

The film makes damn sure 
that the viewer is aware of the 
fact that war has a demoralizing 
impact on everyone 
concerned. This theme is so 
prevalent that it’s an insult to be 
constantly reminded of this 
concept.

Heights mansion is ideal.

is. Puns, limericks, double 
entendres, witty and profound, 
come tripping endlessly off his 
actors’ tongues bringing sense 
to seemingly insane situations. 
His audiences are momentarily 
raised to hearty laughter by a 
sharp one-liner, then just as 
quickly grabbed in the gut by 
the mock pain produced by a 
well-placed pun. Still seconds 
later, heads are nodding and 
tongues are clicking in saga¬ 
cious agreement with a deftly- 
phrased disclosure of some 
universal truth.

Club: 

Irving Berlin 
“In Revue” 

Taking a cue, perhaps, from 
the success of SIDE BY SIDE 
BY SONDHEIM, Barry Koron 
has masterminded a retrospec¬ 
tive of the prolific career of 
“America’s favorite composer,” 
Irving Berlin. To mark the 
composer’s 90th birthday, IN 
REVUE sings and dances its 
way through forty or so Berlin 
creations. Unfortunately, Ber¬ 


lin is no Stephen Sondheim, 
and though the cast of three is 
excellent, the evening is at best 
benignly pleasant. 

Mr. Berlin, we are told, 
wrote 3,000 songs, and many 
are well-known — notably his 
score for ANNIE GET YOUR 
GUN and the hits from his 
Hollywood years when Fred 
and Ginger danced to TOP 
HAT, PUTTIN’ ON THE RITZ, 
CHANGE PARTNERS and 
HEAVEN. However, most of 
Mr. Berlin’s writing is pre- 
1950’s, and his songs don’t 
seem to offer much to the more 
sophisticated popular music 
audience of the 70’s which is 
attuned to a truer, more com¬ 
plex daily reality than that 
which his sentimental, often 
silly lyrics suggest. 

This is not to say that Irving 
Berlin has not given us some 
fine tunes, and a sparkling 
young trio, with some clever 
direction, does more than 
justice to them. Frank Fontana 
complements his good looks 
with an exceptional voice, and, 
while Don Stitt, replacing the 
indisposed Ron Mann, is not as 
strong vocally, he is a splendid 
clown who’s right in step with 
the spirited choreography he 
created for the show. Peggy 
Nisbet seems to enjoy being the 
only woman in the revue as she 
glides from Rogers to Merman 
to Annie Oakley with a style as 
smooth and attractive as her 
legs. Director Koron paces the 
show well and often rescues a 
mundane or super-syrupy lyric 
with some inventive stage 
business or an extraordinary 
arrangement. I was especially 
impressed with his handling of 
GOD BLESS AMERICA which 
he saved from a patriotic 
puddle of tears with a touch of 
soul. 

IN REVUE, which is playing 
at the Chi chi Theatre Club in 
North Beach, may be warm 
nostalgia for those who 
remember how Irving Berlin’s 
songs carried a nation thr The 
Great Depression and World

Tuesday Weld is finally 
coming into her own as a sea¬ 
soned actress. Her character is 
rather sketchy at times, but her 
discontent and willingness to 
escape her surroundings are 
easily recognizable. Ms. Weld 
has finally been able to break 
that situation comedy mold, 
and sink her teeth into some¬ 
thing more palatable. 

Hunky Nick Nolte gives a 
definitive performance as the 
anti-hero. Watching Nolte is 
like watching Brando in his 
earlier films — an aspiring, 
angry, and confident young 
actor. Nolte overcomes the

script barriers and is able to 
obtain total empathy from the 
audience. 

There was really nothing 
spectacular about Michael 
Moriarty’s war correspondent 
portrayal. He manages to 
employ stock-and-trade 
trappings of a neurotic, self- 
indulgent coward. Moriartyisa 
competent actor and it is a 
shame to see him reduced by 
what was obviously a bad 
script. 

Some of the statements con¬ 
cerning the counter-culture are 
valid and should give the drug¬ 
gies something to identify with. 
The need to escape reality via 
drug usage is still a big factor 
today and is presented in a 
very cold, calculated rhanner. 
At times, WHO’LL STOP THE 
RAIN provoked laughter from 
the audience which was purely 
unintentional.

The project originated with 
Klein and local promoter Dirk 
Dirksen, and met with enthusi¬ 
astic support from local bands.

with our music. And I hope we 
can bring the people who come 
to see us in contact with the 
issue of Gay rights and make 
them aware of that struggle.” 

Dennis Kerr suggests that 
new wave music may provide 
an important alternative to the 
disco scene. “Disco for Gays is 
a mirror-image of the hetero¬ 
disco scene, and it’s not chang¬ 
ing anything,” he claims. 
“There’s no personal statement 
there, just ‘fuck, fuck, fuck.’ 
That’s not a solution. It’s just 
putting everything on ice. Our 
songs encourage people to be 
true to themselves. We have a 
song called ‘Teenage Public 
Enemies’ which is about the 
guys who put peer pressure on 
other teens not to look for any¬ 
thing different. Those guys, 
the conformity morons, are 
public enemies.” 

Wayne Ditzel characterizes 
the message of the 
Readymades powerful and 
infectious music as “telling 
people to start thinking for 
themselves; not getting caught 
in stereotypes.” 

Stereotypes of the Gay- 
disco and new wave scenes 
would never allow for a benefit 
of this kind. Those stereotypes 
deserve to be smashed by the 
simple expedient of our com¬ 
munity turning out in force for 
this show; and when I say 
“our” I mean habitues of the 
Mabuhay and the I-Beam, the 
Ambush and the Opera. Strike 
a blow against complacency. 

Tickets are a paltry $3 
advance and $3.50 at the 
door. The show will feature 
Crispy Baby, the Dils, DV-8, 
the Liars, the Offs, and the 
Readymades, plus a film of the 
Cramps and the Mutants per¬ 
forming at Napa State Hospital 
for the criminally homosexual. 
Crime, the Nuns, and the 
Avengers all voiced full sup¬ 
port, but prior commitments 
will keep them from perform¬ 
ing. The concert will begin at 
8:00pm, Sept. 11, at the 
Mabuhay Gardens and run six 
hours. Proceeds will go to A 


United Fund Against the Briggs 
Initiative (Harvey Milk’s 
umbrella anti-Briggs fund).

The “A Little Rights 
Music” shows are being pro¬ 
duced by Allen Klein, who put 
together last year’s “Moon 
Over Miami” productions. The 
Sept. 8 show will feature 
comedians Brown and Coffey, 
the Irving Berlin in Review 
showcase, Ruth Hastings’ 
Jacques Brel medleys, jazz 
singer Weslia Whitfield, Tony 
Michaels of the original “Beach 
Blanket Babylon,” and a 
barbershop quartet — Chanti¬ 
cleer. The show on the 22nd 
features Sharron McKnight (a 
regular at Trinity Place), Doug 
Trantham and Nancy LaMott 
(both belters familiar to Chez 
Jacques regulars), the Gay 
Freedom Marching Band and 
Twirling Corps, and Heilman 
and Groves (a trio in the 
manner of the Manhattan 
Transfer). Sgt. Lenny Matlo- 
vich will be a special guest 
speaker. Some national stars 
have expressed interest and 
could well be added before 
showtime. Tickets are 
available for $6, and proceeds 
will fight Briggs.

Tales of Tessi Tura 

The Pied Piper 
of San Diego

INTERVIEW: 

TITO CAPOBIANCO 


When Tito Capobianco first an¬ 
nounced plans to host a yearly Verdi 
festival in San Diego, few people 
grasped the importance of the event for 
the American opera scene. Glynn 
Ross, Director of the Seattle Opera, 
took a rather parental attitude. “He’s 
never stayed in one place for more 
than three years, so none of us are 
really holding our breath. We’ll wait 
and see what happens.” Ross might 
get the rug pulled right out from under 
him. 


Capobianco is the tall, handsome 
Latin who played a crucial role in shap¬ 
ing many of Beverly Sills’ artistic tri¬ 
umphs. Ten years ago he was part of a 
nucleus of operatic genius that helped 
the New York City Opera achieve its 
finest hours in Lincoln Center. Since 
taking over the San Diego Opera, he 
has pulled off several stunning pub¬ 
licity and casting coups in only one year 
as General Director. With the advent 
of the Verdi festival, San Diego takes a 
giant step toward becoming one of the 
world’s major opera houses and per¬ 
forming three seasons out of the year. 
This lets them jump the gun on the San 
Francisco Opera, which is still awaiting 
completion of the extension to the War 
Memorial Opera House and the new 
Performing Arts Center. 

A dramatic change in the California 
opera scene is on the horizon. Within 
several years, Kurt Herbert Adler (who 
has been Director of the San Francisco 
Opera for 25 years) will have to retire. 
To date, Adler has not named or 
trained a successor. “Everybody 
thought it would be his protege, 
Richard Rodzinski,” Tito grins. But no 
heir to the throne has been announced. 
Capobianco is not worried. His growth 
plans for San Diego are staggering. 

“We have all the advantages here,” 
he beams. “We can cultivate a young 
audience because San Diego has the 
youngest opera company. It is only 12 
years old, and already we are selling 
out four performances of each opera at 
3200 seats apiece. That is more than 
many other cities.” In 1980 San Diego 
will add a fifth subscription series. “In 
addition, we have so many people 
moving here from New York, San 
Francisco, and other communities who 
bring with them their own cultural 
background and knowledge of the 
repertoire.” 

At present there is no opera com¬ 
pany in Los Angeles. Hundreds of 
frustrated opera fans drive south to San 
Diego, mostly for the Sunday matinee 
series. “We don’t plan to interfere with 
anyone’s attempts to create an opera 
company in L.A., but we must cultivate 
that area,” he insists. In the past two 
years San Diego Opera has performed 
LA TRAVIATA at the Pasadena 
Auditorium and MADAMA BUTTER¬ 
FLY in Palm Springs. There will hardly 
be any competition from the Los 
Angeles Music Center. The New York 
City Opera comes out West for four 
weeks each Fall, but otherwise there is 
scarcely any opera in the Los Angeles 
area. David Bougard of the L.A. 
Opera Association explains: “Why 
should we start an opera company and 
go $12 million in debt overnight? 
When the City Opera comes out here, 
we get one of the best companies in the 
world, fully rehearsed, with no storage 
problems. We give them crucial extra 
weeks to keep them performing. In re¬ 
turn, we get a roster of great American 
singers.” But the consensus along the 
grapevine is that there is no opera in 
Los Angeles because Dorothy Chand¬ 
ler doesn’t like opera. 


spare. “Inflation is affecting the opera 
just like everything else,” he states. “It 
is a nightmare to make a budget. With¬ 
out a doubt, it is the most expensive 
show to put together. With the ex¬ 
ception of the financial expenses, I 
don’t see any limitation to the develop¬ 
ment of opera.” 

His biggest challenge is to help San 
Diego shape its artistic tastes. “There is 
a period of training and developing an 
audience. We have to take the starch 
away from opera so that people are no 
longer afraid of it. They have to go 
with an open rrjind — just like when 
they first went to the movies They will 
try it. If they enjoy it, they will come 
back for more. The major barrier,” he 
sighs, “is to convince the already 


mature audience to come. They don’t 
have to know the score or the entire 
history of r pera. Just listen to the glori¬ 
ous sound of the human voice. Sit 
back — relax — experience it. There is 
no doubt in anyone’s mind that theatre 
is an overall show. But without voice, 
you have no opera. That is Condition 
No. 1,” His greatest concern is the cul¬ 
tivation of young audiences. “My 
famous phrase is that we have to start 
to poison our children with opera at an 
early age, ” he snickers. ^ 

Last year Capobianco established 
the San Diego Opera Center, a training 
program for young American singers. 
His designs for the singers and for mar¬ 
keting opera to the community are 
radically different from those of many 


opera companies. With the help of the 
Opera Center he will bring singers into 
the streets and hit every part of the 
populace. “We will be performing in 
the zoos, in Sea World, in bank lobbies, 
shopping centers, everywhere! When I 
became Director of San Diego Opera, I 
saw myself as having to become a 
permanent conqueror. The only way 
to do it is to rediscover America every 
time. You have to beat the bushes and 
go after people in every way. The 
moment you relax, you are dead!” 

Fart of working with young artists is 
to prepare them for the demands of the 
profession that awaits them. "So many 
young singers do too much too early. 
Or they are not prepared. Manage¬ 
ment often abuses them. Many man¬ 


agers don’t care about you. They say: 
‘1 need you for this today.’ But they 
don’t care how you will feel tomorrow. 
That is bad. With the jet, it has become 
a dangerous situation because singers 
don’t take a rest in between perform¬ 
ances. They don’t take enough time 
for rehearsal. You lose the quality of 
the voice only once in your life,” he 
sighs. “Once it’s gone, it never comes 
back.” 

Another goal is to make himself 
more visible to the general community. 
During the curtain calls for THE 
MERRY WIDOW. Tito and his wife 
Gigi were seen waltzing across the set 
with the cast. He had several wajk-on 
bits in the new production of LOVE 
FOR THREE ORANGES. In April the 
Capobiancos accompanied an opera

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get into the living room more and 
more. That will build our new audi¬ 
ences. Do you remember when tele¬ 
vision started to become strong and 
everyone was worried that people 
would no longer go to the movies? 
Baloney!” he laughs. Negotiations are 
currently under way to televise the 
world premiere of JUANA LA LOCA 
from San Diego next June. Beverly 
Sills will star as the mad Queen of 
Spain, with Capobianco directing. 
Tito’s pairing of Sills and Joan Suther¬ 
land for DIE FLEDERMAUS in 
October of 1980 has been referred to 
as the casting coup of the decade. It is 
the only time the two greatest super- 
stars of the century will sing together. 
Both ladies will alternate in the roles of 
Adele and Rosalinde. Plans are under¬ 
way to televise the show, which will 
also mark Sills’ final full stage perform¬ 
ances before her retirement.

guild tour to Egypt and Italy. Tito was 
awed by the time warp in Egypt. “They 
have such an underdeveloped country 
and yet they pour all their money into 
the military. They must catch up to the 
present. All it takes is one strike at the 
Aswan Dam and the entire Egyptian 
civilization is washed away. That is 
why Sadat must achieve peace at any 
cost.” There were some odd moments 
on their first tour. Gigi’s furious chain¬ 
smoking landed her in the back of the 
bus puffing away in her own little cloud 
of smoke for most of the trip. “You 
have to be part of the community and 
let the people identify with you. It is 
exhausting,” he gasps, “but it is the 
only way to make them feel like they 
are a part of the opera.” 


revolution. “The change in opera in 
America since the early 60’s is not to be 
believed. American singers are the best 
prepared all around. They are the only 
ones who can sing a season in French, 
Russian, German and Italian. They are 
fantastic musicians and certainly the 
best educated. But many Americans 
have a silly complex that everything 
happening in Europe is better. This is 
not true. You will find Mickey Mouse 
productions in cities like Vienna, which 
are supposed to be the opera capitals of 
the world! People complain about our 
Metropolitan Opera, but what theatre 
in Europe can match the Met’s overall 
production level and compete with it? 
Even when matched against bad per¬ 
formances at the Met?” 


The pliability of his audience has. 
occasionally surprised him. “Last year 
we were sure of the success of 
CARMEN. Who isn’t? We knew THE 
MERRY WIDOW with Beverly Sills 
would sell out. But we never expected 
the two smash hits of the season to be 
DON GIOVANNI and Prokofiev’s 
LOVE FOR THREE ORANGES! I did 
Dvorak’s RUSALKA here to help 
people enlarge their knowledge about 
opera. They must be introduced to 
works like FIDELIO and WOZZECK in 
the future. I would like to do 
ELEKTRA here in English. I hear 
Pauline Tinsley had a fabulous success 
with it in England.” 

Repertoire is a crucial consideration 
for any opera company. Tito is con¬ 
vinced of the success of his Verdi festi¬ 
val. “There is no doubt he is the most 
popular composer.” he states. “Verdi 
certainly has the best track record at the 
box office. Unlike Seattle’s Wagner 
festival, we are not limited to repeating 
the same works every year. We have a 
great advantage in that we can go eight 
or ten years without repeating a single 
opera! This does not mean that we will 
punish our regular subscribers. They 
will get Verdi during the regular sub¬ 
scription year, too.” 

From his home base in San Diego, 


The costs of opera today are stag¬ 
gering, as are the prices for tickets. 
“Even with 100 percent government 
subsidy in Europe, you go to Munich 
and a seat is $60 for a premiere per¬ 
formance, $50 for a regular sub¬ 
scription night and $40 for a popular 
night. Where is all the money going?” 
he asks. Money is a key concern to 
Capobianco in his attempts to reach all 
levels of the community. “I feel we 
must be obsessed with the idea of get¬ 
ting support from the people. Most 
opera companies want to grab the 
money and put it in the bank. With to¬ 
day’s inflation many people can’t afford 
to put down $300 in one big chunk, or 
even $100 for that matter. I am exam¬ 
ining a plan where you will have the 
option to pay for your subscription in 
six monthly installments. That way I’ll 
give you a break, no? I let you send me 
$25 or $30 every month. This makes it 
easier for people to pay. They will be 
more willing to come and might invite a 
friend. If they want the opera (and if 
we want their support), then we have 
to find ways to make it as easy as possi¬ 
ble for them to come to us.” 

The current series of live telecasts 
have been bringing new patrons to the 
opera. Last year San Diego aired their 
opening night of THE MERRY 
WIDOW with Sills in the tile role. “The 
television is hebina a lot.

Europe and has to be pur¬ 
chased prior to departure from 
the U.S. Your travel agent can 
easily take care of this for you. 
Here in San Francisco most 
agents should be able to obtain 
it for you overnight. 

Seeing the glorious scenery 
of Europe from the train win¬ 
dow can be a pleasure: the 
Alps, the lakes, the fjords of 
Norway, the beaches along the 
Riviera, the medieval castles 
atop the hills in Germany, the 
Dutch windmills. You can stop 
in one city and use a pass to 
take side trips or just go wan¬ 
dering from city to city at your 
own leisure. The railway sta¬ 
tions are usually in the heart of 
town, and clean, comfortable 
small hotels are usually avail¬ 
able nearby.

CONVERSATIONS WITH 
WILLIE 

by~Robin Maugham 
Simon & Schuster-$10.00 

Somerset Maugham is a 
name that will survive for some 
time yet in the annals of British 
literature. Willie, as his friends 
called him, wrote one hundred 
and fifty short stories, and 
numerous plays and novels. 
Over eighty million copies of 
his books have sold world¬ 
wide. Yet behind the mask of 
wealth and fame, there lurked 
a man racked with pain and 
doubt. His last years were 
especially depressing. 

Robin Maugham, Willie’s 
nephew, has faithfully 
recorded for us that final 
twilight of a genius. 

Robin is a noted writer in his 
own right [The Servant, which 
became a very successful film) 
and shares with us the Gay side 
of his worldly uncle. These 
intimate revelations of 
Somerset’s early life are witty 
and manage to draw us end¬ 
lessly on to the next page. 

During a 1936 visit to the 
Mauresque (Maugham’s 
famous villa in France) Robin 
asked him, 

“When your were my age 
were you ever in love with 
some boy or girl of your age?” 

“Yes. Quite frequently.” 

“And at times was your love 
unrequited?” 

“Most certainly.” 

“But then how did you get 
over it?” 

“I’d look at the boy I was in 
love with and I’d think to my¬ 
self: ‘One day your face will be 
as lined as your father’s is, and 
your hair will be gray and bald¬ 
ing, and you’ll have a paunch 
belly, and there’ll be not a trace 
left of the beautiful, slim youth 
that you are today.’” 

Maugham was keenly aware 
of the Gay overtones found in 
various passages of the Old 
Testament. Of Saul and David 
and Jonathan and he 
remarked, “There’s no doubt 
about it. They were all in love. 
It was a queer setup, if ever I 
knew one. No one reading the 
story can but be certain of their 
relationship — the three of 
them. But I wonder what the 
priests make of it. After all, 
they have to study it almost 
every day. Surely even they

can’t have any doubt about 
what it was all about.” 

But overshadowing all these 
events was Willie’s own self- 
hatred. Much speculation has 
sprouted about the origins of 
his psychic pain. His early 
childhood is generally slighted. 
His parents died when he was 
fairly young and he was taken 
to live with relatives. His sur¬ 
roundings were cold and un¬ 
sympathetic. Nevertheless, we 
wonder. How could a man 
surrounded with all this wealth 
and recognition feel so over¬ 
looked by God and fate? Per¬ 
haps Willie’s unsuccessful love 
affairs over the years caused a 
crushing weight of depression 
to settle upon him. 

The conversations were not 
all gloom, however. Much wit 
and sparkle could enter the 
dialogue as they dined at 
Monte Carlo and elsewhere 
with Maugham’s devoted 
“social secretary,” Alan Searle. 

Willie had the odd trick of 
attempting to convinve his 
guests that other authors visit¬ 
ing him were poor and down at 
the mouth. Noel Coward was 
a victim of this ploy. Willie in¬ 
formed all present that Coward 
was probably starved and 
underfed. Dear Noel was 
doing quite well, thank you. 
But Maugham had his famous 
French cook literally stuff poor 
Coward to the bursting point. 

Gerald Haxton, Maugham’s 
first social companion provides 
some of the comic relief. He 
was a gadfly with a gift for small 
talk. But he also drank and 
gambled excessively and was 
sexually indiscreet. He caused 
poor Maugham difficulty on 
more than one occasion. At a 
party where he was quite drunk 
dear Haxton dove into an 
empty swimming pool, 
thinking it was filled. He was 
forced to spend several months 
in the hospital. 

During the final years, 
Maugham became more 
difficult to live with and sank 
deeper into despair until his 
death in 1965. 

But we are grateful that 
Robin Maugham decided to 
draw on his meticulously kept 
diary from this era. Let us 
hope he will write a full 
biography of this famous uncle 
someday. 

Let us also note the world is 
growing weary of unfulfilled 
lives lived by authors who insist 
on denying their essential gay¬ 
ness. Perhaps the sages are 
right when they tell us that true 
art can only emerge after much 
suffering. But I wish we could 
prove them wrong.

Facing a raging sea of some 
5,000 hyped-up, writhing, 
sweating manly torsos, the rock 
world’s latest darling, 
Sylvester, strolled onstage at 
the Galleria two Saturdays ago 
and unleashed a splendiferous 
torrent of song, rhythm and 
unabashed love for the horde 
of admiring sybarites who 
attended the big disco bash, “A 
Salute to the Men of San Fran¬ 
cisco.” With the roof rolled 
back on the mammoth 
Galleria, revealing a star- 
studded sky punctuated with 
Hollywood type spotlights, the 
place almost had the 
atmosphere of a small intimate 
bistro; besides the dance floor, 
the four balconies groaned 
under the weight of dancers 
gyrating incessantly 1o the 
hard-driving music spun by 
Marty Blecman, SF’s DJ of the 
Year. 

Sylvester, an astute observer 
of his surroundings, eschewed 
glitter and flash and, aware that 
he was South of Market, wore 
a pair of black leather pants, 
black boots and spurs for this 
sterling performance, fresh 
from his latest triumph at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace in London only 
two days before. Each man¬ 
nerism, each change in his 
voice, each nod to the crowd 
elicited loud cheering as he 
swung into the fray with his 
current nationwide hit, “You 
Make Me Feel (Mighty Real)” 
and was later backed by the 
cherubic songstresses Izora 
Rhodes and Martha Wash, 
who garnered almost as much 
applause as the star himself. 
Earlier, the elfin-like Sean 
Salgado kept the crowd hyped- 
up with earthy renditions of her 
own popular song stylings and 
later, the stridently handsone 
Loverde provided the audience 
with his unique brand of enter¬ 
tainment. It was a night to 
remember, well worth the $7 
tab ($10 at the door) and a 
much better effort than some 
heretofore “happenings” at 
three times the price. And it all 
happened South of Market, of 
course.

Pride Employment Referral 
Service is an employment 
counseling and placement 
program sponsored by the 
Pride Foundation at the Gay 
Community Center, 330 
Grove Street, San Francisco. 
It has been in operation since 
August 1977 and has a reputa¬ 
tion as a small, but tightly run 
and effective service. About 50 
new applicants are screened 
and interviewed each month, 
and consistently over 50% of 
them obtain temporary or 
permanent paid employment 
through our leads, advice or 
referrals. About 25% are 
permanently placed through 
our direct listings alone. 

Appointments for interviews 
are set up by calling 863-9890 
or 863-9000 after Noon on 
Mondays. As we have many 
more potential clients than we 
can possibly help, it is neces¬ 
sary for us to take appoint¬ 
ments on a first come, first 
served basis until we can 
expand the program. 

Pride Employment Referral 
Service is open to the public, 
although about 95% or more 
of our applicants are Lesbians 
or Gay men. Our applicants 
are racially diverse and are 
from varied backgrounds, age 
ranges and economic levels. 
Our direct job listings have 
been quite diverse also, includ¬ 
ing everything from day labor 
to professional; our heaviest 
concentrations, however, are 
in the areas of semi-skilled 
labor, restaurant work, odd 
jobs, and clerical work. At no 
time are jobs given out to an 
applicant who has not first been 
interviewed. We do not main¬ 
tain a bulletin board and our 
job listings are not open to the 
public.

A Good Double Header

TRUCKERS and WRECKERS 

The Nob Hill Cinema offers us a 
double bill of KANSAS CITY TRUCK¬ 
ING CO. and EL PASO WRECKING 
CORP. These are movies of such 
excellence of conception and execution 
that they became classics moments 
after their initial release. On first view¬ 
ing, the strength and frequency of the 
sex scenes may obscure the careful 
structure, unique frame of mind and 
quiet though strong sense of humor 
which become apparent on subsequent 
viewings. In other words, if you 
haven’t seen these movies, go 
immediately. If you have, go again! 

The trucker’s world of KANSAS 
CITY is totally believable, from the 
location shots of the trucking firm to the 
real cabs and rigs and the highway 
footage. The cast does not appear to 
be acting, but living. From the moment 
when the experienced trucker and his 
young side-kick swing up into their cab 
in macho unison, to his classic, 
whispered instruction, “Spit on it,” to 
the hallucinogenic orgy at the film’s 
end, we are in another world. During 
this dream finale who can count the 
orgasms or keet track of how many 
people are actually present. Time and 
Place are totally disconnected; this is 
KANSAS CITY TRUCKING CO., the 
ultimate jack-off film. 

EL PASO WRECKING CORP. 
takes up where its predecessor left off. 
Richard Locke and Fred Halsted are off 
to El Paso for a new job, and they 
encounter men every step of the way. 
This movie corrects the faults of pacing 
and monotony of sex which are small 
problems in KANSAS CITY. The 
intermediate plot scenes which in most 
movies only separate sexual bouts here 
actually build character, heighten the 
brooding sexual tension and propel the 
movie forward. Every encounter is 
integral to the plot, given the character 
of these two men. Some unusual 
forms of sex are so beautifully filmed 
that even people who might otherwise 
find such activity distasteful will be 
aroused. The inclusion of a voyeuristic 
woman and a water sports scene are 
two such examples. This girl is so 
aroused by what she sees that we in 
turn are affected. EL PASO accom¬ 
plishes by character empathy what 
other films can’t do with mass orgies! 

A catalogue of hot scenes would 


chronicle the entire movie. Halsted’s 
encounter with a straight boy and his 
girlfriend is filmed with the detach¬ 
ment, sense of color and roving camera 
of Antonioni in THE RED DESERT. 
And, for once, when a fellow says he’s, 
never made it with a guy before, we 
believe him! Halsted throws a 
“pervert” hater through a window in a 
slow motion shot worthy of Brian de 
Palma and later has a classic western- 
movie wrestling sequence when he 
meets the fellow again. 

The water-sport stene between a 
biker and a motorist is filmed with 
multiple revolves of the camera, each 
pass revealing a different view, at a dif¬ 
ferent time, of the same encounter. 
Lines of dialogue repeat in memory, 
flashes back and forward in time 
confuse until the mind reels. The 
orgasms are shot from multiple angles 
and intercut, orchestrated into an 
eruption symphony. 

Fred Halsted is the star, displaying a 
complexity of character not seen before 
•in a Gay film. It is his presence, humor 
and mental domination which give the 
film its overall identity. Other men 
have starred in films, but none before 
Halsted has so uniquely stamped a 
movie with his personality. He reminds 
one of Gable in THE MISFITS. The 
supporting cast is excellent to the last, 
including Mike Morris, Clay Russell, 
Guillermo Ricardo and the entire 
Wrecking Corp. in a finale that takes 
place in the buildings to be wrecked. 
After a scene so intense, what else can 
be done but knock the buildings down? 

Despite the quality, fame and 
imagination of several other movies, 
this is THE classic all-male movie. 
Combining the trucker, western and 
buddy myths of Gay life and merging 
them all in the persona of Fred Halsted, 
this is the movie against which all 
others will be compared. 

One complaint: A bathroom glory 
hole scene is shot in the same public 
john in L A. that was seen in GEMINI, 
HOT TRUCKIN’ and at least a dozen 
other films. Can’t anyone find another 
john? Or, better yet, when are 
filmmakers going to stop inflicting sex- 
in-the-john on us? These public-john 
shots are as juvenile as Portnoy’s piece 
of raw liver and as passe as the Tender¬ 
loin. Filmmakers, beware that john!

Casa Loma 
Hotel 

The first two men we met at 
the Casa Loma were from 
Copenhagen. One was a 
medical student; the other was 
named Pirs. He had those 
Paul Newman blue eyes. The 
Danes were followed by a 
German from Hamburg, two 
Australians and a New 
Zealander. 

“We’ve been only open four 
months,” said owner George 
Roll, “and already we’ve gone 
a bit international. . .” 

The Casa Loma is part of 
Roll and his partner’s dream of 
restoring the Fillmore to its 
turn-of-the-century elegance. 
The 48 room hotel is his latest 
project. “We call it the ‘new 
Fillmore’ . . . anyone who actu¬ 
ally gets around the neighbor¬ 
hood can see the change. Un¬ 
fortunately, that’s not most San 
Franciscans — many of whom 
harbor prejudice against the 
area.” 


The Casa Loma was built 
around 1905 or 1906 as a 
hotel — it was considered ultra 
modern for its day and catered 
to the carriage trade. Across 
the street from the huge and 
elegant Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church Convent and school, it 
was at the hub of the Fillmore. 
As the neighborhood declined, 
so did the Casa Loma. When 
Roll and associates acquired it 
several years ago, it was a 
haven for pimps and junkies 
and derelicts. “It was — put 
quite simply,” said Roll, “a 
mess!” 

Roll, who owns other prop¬ 
erties in the Fillmore — apart¬ 
ment buildings, flats and guest 
houses — bristles only at the 
one term: speculator. “I live 
here; I work here — I don’t run 
off to Mill Valley each night or 
the Fox Plaza for -safety. We 
renovate houses; we 
encourage new businesses, 
bring back beauty and a good 
place to live.” We had to agree 
there is very little difference be¬ 
tween Pacific Heights and the 
Fillmore. The vintage buildings

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are there in profusion waiting 
to be reclaimed. People like 
Roll are spearheading the 
change. 

When we arrived, Roll was 
just finishing with the San Fran¬ 
cisco building inspector accom¬ 
panied by the fire inspector. 
Everything met with code 
regulations — they were quite 
impressed with what they saw 
and suggested that it was time 
to apply for a permanent certif¬ 
icate of approval. The four- 
story hotel has been totally re¬ 
vamped. A sundeck with a 
360-degree view of San Fran¬ 
cisco has been added and is 
popular not only with guests 
but some of the neighborhood 
Gays as well. 

A sauna and showers have 
been installed behind the lobby 
for guests and a planned 
membership health club. 

Besides the lobby, the street 
level contains the lounge and 
future bunkhouse accommo¬ 
dations. 

Steve Petersen and Jay St. 
Gaudens are presently working 
’ on a storefront adjacent to the 
main lobby. It will be a restau¬ 
rant, called the Casa Loma 
Cafe featuring for lunch 
omelettes, quiches and salads 
— for dinner the same plus one 
entree. Petersen formerly 
managed a restaurant in 
Carmel for several years. The 
cafe is scheduled to open this 
month. Their next project is to 
convert the corner storefront 
for a Gay bar. Buildings on 
both sides of the hotel are in 
the process of restoration. The 
adjacent premises on Fillmore 
Street will be a deluxe bakery. 
There are also plans to land¬ 
scape the front and sides of the 
hotel with trees, planters, 
hedges and window boxes. 

The rooms themselves (48 
in all) are more than adequate 
with singles, doubles, and 2- 


Some rooms have their own 
baths and on all floors the 
communal shower rooms are 
spanking new. Their rates 
range from $8 to $36 per night. 

The desk is staffed 24 hours 
and the management is admir¬ 
ably security and fire safety 
conscious. There is coffee 
brewing in the lounge at all 
hours as guests either watch 
television or visit in the lobby. 

Pirs and his Danish friend 
were originally planning to stay 
in S.F. but three days. On a 
cross-country tour of the 
United States, the two universi¬ 
ty students decided to skip Salt 
Lake City and Denver and put 
in four more days at the Casa 
Loma. They found the help, 
the hotel and the friendly atmo¬ 
sphere to their tastes. 

More and more out-of- 
towners are finding the same 
things true of the Casa Loma 
and with Baltic beauties like 
Pirs and his even blonder friend 
on hand eager to be met and 
tried on — some believe they 
have found the true Barbary 
Coast.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 

Michael Simoneau, who had 
bragged to his friends in 1976 
that he had slain a homosexu¬ 
al, has been sentenced to 35 
years in prison. 

Simoneau murdered Ronald 
Pettine at the Iwo Jima 
Memorial, a well-known 
“cruising” area. Pettine was 
employed at the time by Gov. 
Morris Udall, a candidate for 
President. 

The teenage attacker 
entered the area with friends. 
They ripped off Pettine’s cloth¬ 
ing and sexually attacked him 
before beating the victim to 
death with a tree limb. Later 
Simoneau admitted during the 
trial that he “went to the 
memorial to smack around a 
few queers.” 

Judge Charles H. Duff told 
Simoneau during the sentenc¬ 
ing that he had been “cruel, 
callous and brutal.”
